$1.6 Billion

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


$1.6-billion bill to combat can- 
cer has won an easy victory in 
early House rounds despite 
American Cancer Society pref- 
erence for a Senate-passed riv- 
al. 


The House Commerce Com- 


mittee, sustaining the unani- 
mous verdict of its 10-member 
public 
health 
subcommittee, 


voted 26 to 2 Thursday to en- 
dorse a bill that Rep. Paul G. 
Rogers, D-Fla., calls "the most 
comprehensive attack against a 
single disease in this nation's 
history." 


That vote came after the 


committee decided 
24 to 4 


against a bill that had passed 
the Senate earlier this year 79 
to 1 with endorsement of the 
Nixon administrtion and the 
American Cancer Society. 


Rep. Brock Adams, D-Wash., 


chief House backer of the Sen- 
ate bill, plans to carry his fight 
to the House floor. But, he said, 
"Unless there's a public outcry 
and some support from the 
President, the House bill will 
pass." Adams complained that 
no Republicans have joined him 
on key votes. 


If given speedy consideration 


by the Rules Committee, Ro- 
gers said, the Senate bill could 
reach the House floor for a vote 
within two weeks. 


The 
American 
Cancer 


Society, concentrating its com- 
plaints on organizational as- 
pects of the proposed govern- 
ment setup in the House bill, 
has mounted an intense drive 
on behalf of the Senate version. 


But Rogers, contending re-

Foreign Aid Cut

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sepa- 


rate congressional efforts to 
rescue foreign aid from last 
week's Senate rejection are 
headed for debate in both 
houses in an atmosphere of in- 
creasing antagonism between 
congressional critics and the 
Nixon administration. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee decided Thursday to 
separate the aid program into 
military and economic bills. In 
addition, the panel retained re- 
strictive proposals the adminis- 
tration opposes, and cut the to- 
tal aid amount to $2.3 billion—

House Education Bill 
Aimed Against Busing

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House early today passed a 
multi-billion-dollar education 
bill loaded with amendments 
designed to prevent forced bus- 
ing of school children to over- 
come segregation. 


The bill passed on a vote of 


332 to 38 at 2:21 a.m. EST. 


Included in the 
massive 


measure is a major new pro- 
gram of direct federal aid to 
colleges, $1.5 billion to help 
schools desegregate, and a new 
educational research institute. 


But the main focus of the 


emotional, 
night-long 
debate 


was on a series of amendments 
to restrict the federal govern- 
ment and the courts in ordering 


busing of pupils. 


By wide margins the House 


voted to prohibit expenditure of 
federal funds for busing, to pre- 
vent the federal government 
from requiring that a state 
spend its own funds for busing, 
and to delay any court-ordered 
busing plan until all appeals 
are exhausted. 


The effect of the amendments 


was not inunediately clear and, 
in any event, they still have to 
be acted on by the Senate.

Unemployment dropped by 0.2 
per cent to 5.8 per cent of the 
work force last month for the 
second decline in a row, the 
government said today. 


The total number of jobhol- 


ders rose to a record 79.8 mil- 
lion and the number of jobsee- 
kers fell 270,000 to 4.6 million, 
the Labor Department's Bureau 
of I,abor Statistics reported. 


The number of unemployed 


persons 
normally declines 


somewhat in October, but the 
BI-S said last month's drop was 
135,000 more than might be ex- 
pected from seasonal causes 
alone. 


The unemployment rate has 


wavered between 5.6 per cent 
and 6.2 per cent for the last 12 
months. 


It was 5.8 per cent in July, 


6.1 per cent in August and 6.0 
per cent in September. The Oc- 
tober 1970 rate was 5.5 per 
cent. 


The BLS attributed the Sep- 


tember decline in total unem- 
ployment to a reduction in 
adult males who had lost their 
jobs earlier. The rate for adult 
men declined from 4.5 per cent 
in September to 4.3 per cent 
last month, and the rate for 
married men dropped from 3.3 
per cent to 3.0 per cent—the 
lowest in a year, the BLS said. 


The rate for adult women 


dropped 0.1 per cent to 5.5 per 
cent and the rate for teen-agers 
edged down to 17.0 per cent. 


The rate for blue-collar work- 


ers dropped dramatically from 
8.0 per cent to 7.2 per cent, but 
for 
white-collar 
worker* it 


edged up from 3.3 per cent to 
3.4 per cent. 


The rate for whites slipped 


down from 5.4 per cent to 5.3 
per cent last month, but the 
rate for blacks and other non- 
whites edged up from 10.5 per 
cent to 10.7 per cent. 


The BLS said the average 


work week for 71.4 million 
rank-and-file workers jumped 
four-tenths of an hour to a sea- 
sonally adjusted figure of 37.1 
hours.

him if Jurgensen would be acti- 
vated. "I'll activate him when I 
think he's ready," he said re- 
peatedly. 


Jurgensen came to the Skins 


in 1964 in a trade that sent 
quarterback Norm Snead and 
Claude Crabb to the Phila- 
delphia Eagles. In 1966, he was 
runnerup to Bart Starr for the 
National Football League pas- 
sing title, winning the laurels 
the following year. 


In 1969, he won the passing 


championship 
again, com- 


pleting 274 passes in 442 at- 
tempts for 3,102 yards and 22 
touchdowns. He is the only 
passer ever to gain more than 
3,000 yards in a season five 
times. 


Jurgensen has spent seven 


weeks on the move list, the 
maximum 
allowed 
under 


league rules. If Allen decides to 
put him on the list again, Jur- 
gensen will miss a minimum of 
two more weeks. 


Emphasizing Kilmer would 


continue to start, Allen said the 
addition of Jurgensen to the 
squad 
"should 
make 
us 


strong." 


The coach, alluding to the 


quarterback troubles at Dallas 
and Baltimore, said, "there's 
going to be no problems" with 
Jurgensen in a back-up role.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Would 


t a k i n g sleeping pills and 
tranquilizers cause a man in 
his 50s to be impotent? 


Dear Reader—It might de- 


pend on how tranquil the 
pills made him. There are 
a number of medicines that 
will have this effect, includ- 
ing some medicine used in 
treating high blood pressure. 
There are many other causes 
though. A man with t h i s 
problem t a k i n g medicine 
should obviously talk it over 
with his doctor. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—I have a 


problem which is very em- 
barrassing to me as I work 
in an office all day. I have 
gas which I do pass all day 
long and it's very embar- 
rassing and 1 don't know just 
what to do. I do not sit down 
much so it's not from that. I 
do eat a lot of fruit and drink 
a lot of coffee. I have taken 
medicine but that did not 
help. Could you please tell 
me what I can do or take to 
help me? 


Dear Reader—I think you 


know what one of the prob- 
lems may be. Stop that cof- 
fee drinking and see if that 
won't s o l v e the problem. 
Many people have excess 
gas from using excess cof- 
fee. Often what people need 
to do is correct their living 
habits, not take more medi- 
cine.
